'Angnrta, Me., Jan. l.-The governor 


and council iate yesterday announced 
that a oerdon had been granted David 
It. Stain And Oliver Cromwell, serving 
a life sentence In the atate prison at 
Tuomaatoii. 


Governor Powers said last night: 
"The coutvoll have unanimously voted 


In favor of .'jaruoa, and, notwithstand* 
Ing I reeegatee the ability and integ- 
rity of the cc.urt, and have as much re- 
spect for It tis anyone, and espeeJallv 
lor Chief Jus',\lce Peters, who tried tha 
.case, yet undi »r all the circumstances, 
m»d in view o f the new evidence that 
h&B been aubui Itted. I feel constrained 
to act upon th f advice of my council, 
believing that 1 f this or any other case 
It Is better for t »e to err on the aide of 
merer than to n ttaiu men who may be 
Innocent longer i y prisou." 


Governor Powers signed the pardon 


this morning. It \ ras at once forwarded 
to the warden at the state prison, and 
the roea will be set free this evening. 


David L. Stain ai \d Oliver Cromwell 


were convicted after a long trial In the 
supreme Judicial court for Penobscot 
county, on a charge of imurdering John 
W. Barren, cashier 01* t he Dexter (Me.) 
Savings bank, and roUbing the institu- 
tion, on Feb. 22, 1878, about 10 years 
.before, and were senten'C ed to serve the 
remainder of their days in state prison 
at Thomaston. 
For some time after 


the murder of Cashier B.irron theie was 
a diversity of opinion an>ons the people 
and the bank officials -whether 
the 


cashier had been murdema or had com- 
mitted suicide, and, although the case 
attracted -widespread attei »tlon through- 
out the country, no arres ts were made 
Until about 10 years later', wbeu Stain 
and Cromwell were charged with the 
prime. 


The arrests followed a st&ry by David 


&. Stain's son, Charles—a most sensa- 
tional narrative, which ^h^rged bis fa- 
ther and Cromwell wltti having com- 
mitted the crime. 
The appearance of 


the story occasioned a great sensation 
and was followed quicklr by the arrest 
of the men. Young Stair claimed that 
he drove the team iu wliicb the men 
made their trip to Dexter, and that the 
motive for hia confession after all those 
years was to wreak vengeance on his 
father and upon Cromwell, who bad 
married hia sister, for injuries tiiey had 
done him. 


The men were taken to Dexter, given 


a hearing, and remanded to jail to-await 
the action of tne grand jury. 
An in- 


dictment for murder was found, and in 
February, 1888, the case wag tried, 
Chief Justice Peters presiding. 
The 


case attracted attention throughout the 
country. The trial lasted several days. 
The defense was a general denial aud 
attempted to prove an alibi—that the 
men were in Massachusetts, 200 miles 
away at tbe time the crime was com- 
mitted. 


On circumstantial evidence, Stain ami 


Cromwell were convicted of murder in 
the first degree, the jury having the 
case under consideration nearly 20 
itiours. 
The case was carried to tbe 


law court on exceptions, and a new 
trial asked. 
This was denied. 
The 


men were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment at Thomaston iu 1890. 


Both have always asserted their in- 


Bocence. 
For several years after con- 


finement they never spoke to each other. 
Although they worked almost side by 
fitde In the prison broom shop not a sign 
'•f recognition did either make. 
Both 


are now old men—past 65 years of age, 


Several attempts have been made to 


•ecnre a pardon for tbe prisoners, and 
In 1895 Josiah. Crosby of Dexter ap- 
peared before the governor and council 
asking for a pardon. The request was 
not granted. After the death of Lewis 
Barker, bis aon, Lewis A. Barker, di- 
rected his attention to the case of tba 
two aged convicts, and after months of 
•tudy in tbe case appeared before Gfov- 
ernor Powers and the council, Dec. 10 
last. 
One of the pieces of evidence 


Introduced at this hearing was a signed 
•tatement made by Charles Stain, in 
which he branded the story told by him 
at the time of tlie trial as an absolute 
falsehood, and stated that ho was actu- 
ated by malice toward the prisoners, 
But the most remarkable thing was 
when County Attorney Smith of Penob- 
•cot county produced a copy of the 
•worn statement upou tbe reverse side 
ef which was written a positive denial 
of tbe truth of tbe statement presented 
by Mr. Barker, and reiterated tho * *uth- 
fulnesa of his original confession.

The Times today, however, 
draws attention to whut might prove a 
serious danger, namely, the possibiUty 
of another outbreak of enteric fever 
among the soldiers worn down by tho 
hardships and privations of a prolonged 
campaign. 


The Cape government has called upon 


the loyalists in 27 districts, including 
Gape Towu, to assist the military tc 
repel invasion by la* formation of • 
paid defense force. lu a preamble to 
the call, the government announces the 
situation as follows: 


"Owing to the fact that the armed 


forces of the enemy have penetrated 
south of Carnarvon in the west and 
south of Middelburg eastward, it is 
necessary to repel the invasion prompt- 
ly, and the government calls upon loyal 
inhabitants to aid the military in thin 
duty by the formation of a colonial 
force for the sole and exclusive purpouo 
of repelling invasion, guarding lines of 
communication and maintaining ordet 
tn the disturbed districts. 


"Volunteers should enroll with the 


civil commissioners in their respective 
districts, 
They will be paid 5 shillings 


per day, with rations, forage, arms and 
horses. 
The term of service is not ex< 


pected to exceed three months. 


"This notice especially applies to the 


districts named in it, but other districts 
may assist Enlisting will begin Thurs- 
day."

NOT A TEUrtNiCAL ARMISTICE 


Powers Have Agreed te •iispeatloa oi 


Military Kxcunloa* In Chi*a 


Washington, Jan. 1.—Minister Conge: 


has officially notified the state depart 
ment tbat the Chines* government has, 
ordered Earl LI and Prince Ching to 
sign the preliminary terms determined 
on by tbe powers as a basis for negotla 
tions, and a dispatch to the PaQ Mall 
Gazette says an armistice has been pro 
claimed in Pekia. This mean* that the 
fighting will cease and tbe powers wilt 
send out no more expeditions. 


The officials here are puzzled to ac 


count for the announcement of thi* 
armistice before tbe Chinese answer, 
which asked for it, had been re- 
ceived by tbe ministers at Pekin, foi 
they assume that that answer was not 
received until Monday night.

ever, it is suggested that the rathes 
vigorous expressions of dissatisfactioi 
by some of the poners at the prosecu 
tion of these military ntlds upon Chi- 
nese, w ho are showing no disposition to 
attack foreigners, may have had some 
effect at last.

and was followed quickly by the arrest 
of tbe men. Young Stair claimed that 
be drove the team in which the men 
made their trip to Dexter, and that *''e 
motive for his confession after all those 
years was to wreak vengeance ou his 
father and upon Cromwell, who had 
married bis sister, for injuries ttiey had 
done him. 


The men were taken to Dexter, given 


a hearing, and remanded to jail taawait 
tbe action of tbe grand jury. An in- 
dictment for murder was found, and in 
February, 1888, tbe case was tried, 
Chief Justice Peters presiding. 
The 


cose attracted attention throughout the 
conntry. The trial lasted several days, 
The defense- was a general denial and 
attempted to prove an alibi—that the 
men were in Massachusetts, 200 miles 
away at the time the crime was com- 
mitted. 


On circumstantial evidence, Stain and 


Cromwell were convicted of murder in 
the first degree, the jury having the 
ease under consideration nearly 20 
iboura. 
The case was carried to the 


law court on exceptions, and a new 
trial asked. 
This was denied. 
The 


men were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment at Thomaston in 1890. 


Both have always asserted their in- 


ttocence. For several years after con- 
finement they never spoke to each other, 
i* It hough they worked almost side by 
•trie In the prison broom shop not a sign 
M recognition did either make. 
Both 


are now old men*—past 65 years of age. 


Several attempts have been made to 


secure a pardon for the prisoners, and 
In X895 Joslah Crosby of Dexter ap- 
peared before the governor and council 
asking for a pardon. The request was 
not granted. After the death ot Lewis 
Barker, his son, Lewis A, Barker, di- 
rected his attention to tho case of tha 
two aged convicts, and after months ot 
study in tbe case appeared before Qov- 
ernor Powers and the council, Dec. 19 
last. 
One of the pieces of evidence 


Introduced at this bearing was a signed 
Statement made by Charles Stain, in 
which he branded the story told by him 
ft tbe time of the trial as au absolute 
falsehood, and stated tbat ho was actu- 
ated by malice toward the prisoners. 
But the most remarkable thing was 
when County Attorney Smith of Penob- 
scot county produced a copy of the 
•worn statement upon the reverse side 
of which was written a positive denial 
of the troth of tbe statement presented 
by Mr. Barker, and reiterated the truth- 
fulness of bis original confession.

Father Osborne's Opinion 


of Pastor of Trinity 


Church, Boston 


Boston, Jan. 1.—Most outspoken was 


the language cm Sunday of Rev. Father 
Osborne of the Misbion Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, regarding the act 
of the rector of Trinity church in per- 
mitlmg the ptisUii* 01 King's chapel, a 
Unitarian church, to conduct the fu- 
neral service of ex-Goveruor Wolcott in 
Trinity church. The words of Father 
Osborne came as a surpi ise to the con- 
gregation, which included a number of 
birangers. 
Father O&borae, who rep- 


resents the high church wing of tho 
Episcopal'body, delivered his discourse 
without notes, and the topic and text 
comprised a comment upon the diocesan 
letter &f bishop Lawrence upon the ob- 
servance of the new century. 


Father Osborne said: 
"The church 


b~s fallen upon evil times in Massachu- 
setts. It was with shame and sorrow 
that catholic Christians heard that on 
last Monday, in the largest church in 
Boston, dedicated to the worship of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, one who denies tho 
Lord was permitted to hold a religious 
service in that church, because the 
priest who was in charge of it was not 
faithful to his tru&t. 


"However great the occasion or those 


present might be, It was an act of 
profanation. 
It is of no use shutting 


our eyes to it. With sorrow, indigna- 
tion and righteous anger, and with 
shame that such a thing should be pos- 
sible, we have to admit it. There is 
little use in going to the public papers 
about it, but as Christians we rjay pray. 
And the one thing needed most now is 
ifcat many of the clergy may be con- 
verted to the faith, and that those who 
hold the faith may not fall away. 


"People should pray for the church in 


Massachusetts, and pray with hope. It 
is feed's church, and even if all Massa- 
chusetts, or all the eastern states, lost 
the faith, the church would not be lost; 
these are not the whole church; in the 
south and west it would still live and 
proclaim the faith in Jesus Christ as 
God." 


Father Osborne, In announcing the 


arrangements for New Year's services, 
said that there would be no midnight 
service on New Year's eve, as be and his 
brother clergy considered such services 
an unmixed evil. 
They were founded 


on mere sentiment, &o it was declared, 
and were a cause oi much sensual ex- 
citement. 


Father Osborne concluded by express- 


Ing the Lope that none of the young peo- 
ple of the church, of either sex, would 
attend any midnight services whatever. 


Rev. Father Osborne, in an inter- 


view yesterday, said: 


"My criticism was not of Governor 


Wolcott, nor was my criticism pointed 
especially at Dr. Browu. although I 
think that his good taste should have 
kept him fioin accepting the invitation 
of Dr. Donald to use Trinity church.

MOSQUITO INOCULATION. 


Heroism Displayed In Mo^'oiil toreiu 


, T«*t<catlon In Cr^a. 


A remarkable example of nerve and 


iclf sacrifice bos been exhibited In the 
experiments that are being conducted 
with mosquito Inoculation by the army 
surgeons in Cuba, RPVS the Chicago 
Record. There has been no doubt in 
the medical nrofession for severs! 
years that yellow fever could be com- 
municated by dies, mosquitoes and 
other insects, and It has recently been 
discovered tbat inoculation can be 'i«sed 
to protect people from yellow fevor 
Jtist as smallpox can be prevented by 
vaccination. The matter is ctill in an 
experimental stnge and has not yet 
reached that development tinder which 
medical men generally can saftlr use 
it 


In order to accomplish practical «>nds 


and ascertain bow the discovery "onld 
best be utilized for the human welfw 
to countries subject to yellow fever 
epidemics Dr. Je?se W^Lazear atrt Dr. 
James A. Carroll, assistant surgeors of 
the United States anny, offered their 
lives. It was quite as heroic as the act 
of Hobffon In sinking the Merrlmpc to 
obstruct the channel of Santingo hnr- 
bor. but comparatively few people will 
ever hear of their heroism. They fed 
mosquitoes upon the bodies of yellow 
fever patients in the bospjtal at Ha- 
T»nn and then deliberately allowed 
these mosquitoes to nttack their arms. 
The Infection of both was promptly 
discovered, and they were treated with 
all the skill and care that their associ- 
ates could devise, while the study of 
tbelr symptoms and the course of the 
disease was carefully observed. Dr. 
Lazear died, but Dr. Carroll survived, 
ted his report is one of the moat impor- 
tant contributions to the vast literature 
conogrnlng contagious diseases.

tury will eat less meat Vegetarianism 
has acquired a stride that no cry of fa- 
naticism from prejudiced meat eaters 
6in possibly check. The growth of veg- 
etarianism means the disappearance of 
the ignorant cook. Much greater care , 
must be given to vegetable than to 
meat cookery. Water soaked vegeta- 
bles are not appetizing er sightly. The 
woman from the "intelligence" office 
usually knows enough to take a piece 
of meat, even of the poorer quality, put 
It on the stove, get up c fierce blaze 
and produce something fairly fit for 
the table. 


But what does she do with vegeta- 


bles? Simply ruins tbem. She boils 
them at a gallop, dissolves all their fla- 
vor and pours It without flinching 
down the drain. Then she dishes up 
the woody fiber and seasons it liberally 
with salt and pepper. If one wants 
the flavor of "tasty5' vegetables and 
good coffee under such management, 
go to the top of the bouse. They are 
there, and there they stay if one has 
draperies.. Badly" cooked vegetables are 
absolutely devoid of nourishment and 
prime promoters of indigestion. The 
men and women of the twentieth cen- 
tury are not going to put up with these 
blunders. In fact, they cannot do so 
and live. The educated cook must 
come. 


The properly regulated kitchen which 


I see in the near future will have no 
use for coal. The cook who wants to 
prepare a dainty and nourishing table 
would rather have her coal burned a 
long distance from her kitchen and 
supplied to her through pipes in the 
form of gas. I am not enough of a me- 
chanic to vdlscnss the probable utility 
of electrical stoves, but I do not think 
that they will ever prove much of a 
factor in the kitchen. Special electric- 
al appliances to lessen labor in the 
kitchen may Jje more or less useful, but 
gas will be tfie cooklrg fuel for a very 
long time to come. 


In the new century kitchen a ther- 


mometer will occupy a conspicuous 
place on the shelf. 


As time goes on the dinner table will 


be made more attractive by pretty 
lamp shades and dainty flowers and 
ferns. It will appeal to the eye as well 
as to the palate. In satisfying their 
appetites men will drift more into the 
idea of esoteric Buddhism. The coarser 
forms of food will disappear.

time will be spent in preparing dishes 
that have no value as nourishment 
The woman who has no ideas of^ house- 
hold economy beyond mailing an at- 
tractive but Indigestible layer cake will 
be eliminated.

The consumption of rubber ha« In- 


creased *o enormously In recent years 
that it has been difficult at times to se- 
cure a sufficient supply. The question 
of rubber production is of special inter- 
est in the United States because it is 
the largest consumer. Great Britain 
Is second, and all other markets for 
crude rubber fall far behind these two 
centers of consumption, though France 
and Germany buy large quantities. Our 
own vast rubber interests are particu- 
larly concerned in the development and 
protection of rubber growing in Brazil 
because tbat country contributes, ei- 
ther directly or through the Euroi»aaa 
market, nearly four-fifths of our sup- 
ply, says the New York Sun. All other 
American producers send us compara- 
tively little rubber, and the African 
product as yet scarcely figure* In our 
market 


The Belgians ate straining every 


nerve to make the Kongo product con- 
spicuous. They are meeting with con- 
siderable success, and the present pros- 
pect is that the Kongo will some day 
be Brazil's nearest competitor In rub- 
ber production. 
But Kongo rubber 


brings a smaller price than Para rub- 
ber. 
The Belgians themselves admit 


Its Inferiority, though they assert that 
this Is due wholly to better methods of 
coagulation In Brazil and that Kongo 
rubber will be fully equal to the Para 
product as soon as they can introduce 
these methods. However this may be, 
it Is certain that Brazil will long con- 
tinue to dwarf all other sources of our 
•apply. 


The Bulletin de la Societe d'Etudes 


Coloniales for November publishes the 
results of an official inquiry made un- 
der the direction of the Belgian min- 
istry of foreign affairs as to the offi- 
cial measures taken In Brazil to foster 
Its great rubber industry. It was found 
tbat the general government of the re- 
public has passed no laws relating to 
the industry. It is not regulated at all 
except so far as the legislatures of the 
several states have adopted measures. 
Seventeen of the 20 states produce 
rubber, the climate being unfavorable 
to rubber culture only in the three 
southern state? of Rio Grande do Sul, 
Santa "Catharina and Parana. Most 
of the small Atlantic coast states in 
the rubber zone, though producing 
more or less caoutchouc, have made 
no attempt as yet to conserve their 
rubber resources or to encourage or 
regulate its production. These states 
Include Rio de Janeiro, Minas Geraes, 
Esplrito Santo, Parahyba, Rio Grande 
do Norte, Sergipi and Ceara. Most of 
the rubber states make the product 
contribute to the finances by imposing 
a tax on rubber exports, but the states 
above mentioned have not given even, 
this attention to the industry, except 
Minas Geraes, which collects an ex- 
port duty of 4 per cent ad valorem. 
In these seven states the first comer 
may harvest the crop wherever he may 
find it on the public domain. 


On the other hand, the state of Para, 


from which by far the largest ship- 
ments are made, encourages the plant- 
tag of caoutchouc by offering a premi- 
um of 1,000,000 reis, or over $500. for 
every 2,000 trees that are properly 
planted. This law, which has been in 
force only four years, is already stim- 
ulating the development of rubber 
plantations, and its wisdow Is being 
conclusively demonstrated. This large 
state, which embraces all the lower 
part of the Amazon and some of ita 
mightiest tributaries, will not ha\e to 
rely in the coming years upon supplies 
thai grow wild In the forests. In fact, 
no source of rubber so freely tapped as 
that in Para can be relied upon Indefi- 
nitely to yield an unfailing Supply. 
The days of exhaustion w'll come just 
as they have overtaken the rubber 
vines of west Africa, which have all 
been killed for many miles inland from 
the coast. The only way to supply the 
future demand will be to increase the 
quantity, and that can be done only 
by rubber planting, which in a few 
decades will revolutionizo the business. 
The world now depends almost solely 
upon the wild sources of supply, but 
theie will be a great deal of plantation 
rubber in the market before the next 
century is very far advanced. 


The state of Sao Paulo also offers a 


handsome premium for the develop- 
ment of rubber plantations, and both 
these states Impose a comparatively 
heavy tax upon the exports of rubber 
with the wise intention of devoting a 
considerable part of the receipts to the 
conservation and encouragement of the 
industry. Matto Grosso. under the law 
of 1898, offers special facilities for the 
acquirement of a fixed quantity of rub- 
ber lands by those who discover them 
iu ILc ^at-L pail of th<i public doiuaU 
that Is still unexplored Amazonas and 
Bab a I are not yet offering special in 
ducements for rubber planting, but the 
land laws adopted by these states In 
1897 facilitate private ownership tn 
rubber forests, and this is a long step 
toward establishing the industry on a 
stable basis. 


All these improvements In the status 


of the rubber Industry of Brazil have 
been mnde within the past four years 
They encourage the belief that this 
great source of wealth will come more 
and more to be managed scientifically 
In the interest of Brazil and of the 
world

Petition for Street Railway 


Extension to be Made 


This Week 


ROAD IS ANXIOUS TO BUILD 


President Richmond of Hoosac Valley 


Street Railway Confirms the State* 


ment Published in Yesterday'* 


Transcript. Satisfaction 


in Atfams 


The information published in yester- 


day's Transcript that the Hopsac Val- 
ley street .railway was planning to pe- 
tition the Adorns selectmen for a right 
of way for an extension et the tracks 
aa far south as the Cheshire line, waa 
received with satisfaction in Adams as 
well as in this city. The information, 
although not official, was ton so good 
authority that there was confidence 
that there could be no doubt about it, 
and causes rejoicing to all those who 
have looked long for the improvement. 


Today the Transcript is able to state 


definitely that this petition will be pre- 
sened within a very few days, possibly 
this week. C. Q. Richmond, president 
of the road, was seen this afternoon, 
and although he could not go into de- 
tails on the plans of the road, he con- 
firmed the Transcript's Information as- 
correct. The road will place the peti- 
tion In the hands of the selectmen of 
the town as quickly as possible, and 
hopes to do so before the end of the 
week. 


Following the reception of the peti- 


tion, the selectmen will call for a hear- 
ing, which will probably be held in 
about three weeks, a two weeks' no- 
tice being necessary. It Is believed 
that there will be no oposittoon to the 
granting of the right of way, in view 
of the fact that all who were interested 
are anxious- for the extension. 


If permission is granted by the town, 


the street railway will then petition the 
state railroad commission for a bearing 
'on the grade crossing question. What 
the attitude of the Boston and Albany 
road will be on this question it is im- 
possible to tell, but it ia believed that 
the permission will be secured. 


Mr .Richmond did not care to state 


just what the plans of the road would 
be, but intimated that the line would 
be extended only as far as Maple Grove 
at first. It ia believed that this will be 
done next season if the proper author- 
ity is secured. 


Ultimately there Is little doubt that 


the road will extend to the Cheshire 
line, and that town will in course of 
time be connected with this city by 
trolley.

By Many Gatherings 


in This City 


CHUflCH BELLS WERE RUNG 


Led by Chimes ef St. Francis' Church. 


Urge Attendance at all the Sir- 


vices. Impressive Features 


ii.AII. Midnight Masses 


by the chimes of St. Francis' 


church, the church bells of the city 
rang out the old century and in tin 
new. 
Never before in the history of 


the world was a new century ushered 
in with such general acclaim, and cer- 
tainly North Adams never before wit- 
nessed an event of such deep interest. 
although it was but the passage of time 
by an instant at the hour of midnight. 


It wili have to be a very modest new 


century not to have a som&what en- 
larged head this mornins, T,ith all the 
importance heaped upon it, while it was 
yet young, but even then it probably 
does not equal in this respect the heads 
of some of those who watched it ar- 
rive. In all likeibood there never were 
so many people awake in North Adams 
at midnight before. It seemed a shame 
to lose, in sleep the full importance of 
so momentous an event. Consequently 
there are many sleepy eyes in the city 
today, worn by men and wcmen who 
will tell to their descendents to the 
second and third generations' how tfiey 
Helped the 20th century to arrive. 


There was no formal celebration of 


the occasion locally, 
in. the way of 


gatherings of people to hold a general 
service, but almost all the churches 
held services ef their own, and almost 
all the church bells- rang out the time, 
when according to well regulated time- 
pieces the 19th was dissolved into the 
20th. All through the evening 
the 


church bells were ringing for the ser- 
vices of the various churches, which 
began at different hours, and for some 
time before midnight the St. Francis' 
chimes were played. Just as the hour 
of 12 struck, the bells of the churches 
which were holding services were 
sounded, one taking the lead, and in- 
stantly all the others Joining in. the 
medley of melodious welcome. 


doming at the hour which at ordinary 


times is associated with the most pro- 
found quiet, the sonnd of the bells was 
impressive to a degree, and those who 
remained awake to welcome the century 
will have little cause, after a good 
night's sleep tonight, to regret it. 
There was also much firing of guns and 
small cannons. 


The chief events in North. Adams 


clustering around the new century's 
arrival were those 
"of the churches. 


There \yere a number of social events, 
reported elsewhere, headed by 
the 


charity ball, but the church services 
seemed the most fitting way in which 
a new century could be ushered in. The 
following is an account 'of the services 
that were held.

Herbert Carr, electrician at the Arnold 
print works, had arranged 32 electric 
lights' in the form of the figures "1900," 
and this wae so arranged that by 
touching1 a button at 12 the date was 
instantly changed to "1901." It was 
a most appropriate design and the 
effact wan very pleasing. It was an 
impresesive service and was deeoly in. 
teresting to the large congregation.

The farmers of tbe Kansas wheat 


belt are much Interested in a move- 
ment for pure seed wheat which has 
been started by the millers and grain 
dealers, writes the Abilene correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Record. 


It is claimed tbttt the Kansas hard 


'wheat, originally brought from south- 
era Russia, has so deteriorated that 11 
Is uot now yielding as much as it 
should, and there Is a demand for new 
seed that shall bring the crop back to 
lts» condition of a few years ago. W. A, 
Carleton, a government cerealist who 
was seat to Europe and Asia a year 
ago by the government, has informed 
the millers that the best wheat foi 
Kansas is found in central Crimea, 
where be found a colony of Mennonitea 
who make a specialty of raising pure, 
clean, hard Turkey wheat, and aa the 
crop of 1900 is of a good quality, tree 
from smut or any objectionable weeds, 
Mr. Carleton thinks this is a suitable 
time to to port a supply for next year's 
seeding. It is proposed to go Into a 
great pool in wbicb all the farmers of 
the state desiring new wheat are to 
have a part and bring in a big cargo. 
Tbe millers have issued a circular to 
itbe farmers on toe subject. 


It is estimated that tbe wheat may 


cost about $2.25 per bushel delivered to 
tbe respective railroad stations of ev- 
ery county In tbe state If shipped In car- 
Hots from the seaboard, as a small lot 
-of 120 b'usbels shipped In tbe fall on 
.which local freight and 25 cents per 
bushel duty at New York bad to be 
paid cost $2.65 per bushel. It is thought, 
however, that proper arrangements 
can be made through congress to ship 
in seed wheat free of duty and that If 
a sufficient amount, say 25,000 to 30,000 
bushels, will be subscribed for a steam- 
er can be chartered to go to tbe port in 
the Black sea where the yheat Is to b« 
loaded and bring it direc to one of tbe 
Atlantic or gulf ports, which wil! ntake 
tbe cost of transportation a great deal 
'less than if shipped roundabout, so 
that whatever it will cost less tban has 
been estimated will be refunded to tbe 
purchaser when he receives the wheat 
from the seller. 


The acreage of wheat in 1900 is 7 per 


cent larger than 1899 largely because 
of western Kansas returning to the 
production of that cereal. The Camp- 
bell system of agriculture is being test- 
ed on tbe Pomeroy lands in -Graham 
county and is said to be pointing the 
(way toward a "new era in that section 
Of tbe state. Mr. Campbell tbus de- 
scribes bis success: "January lart I en- 
tered Into a contract for a number of 
years to establish and take, general 
management of the Foroeroy model 
farm at Hill City, Kan. 
It took no 


urging or big salary to get me'to take 
hold of this farm. It gucve me Just the 
opportunity I had been looking for for 
two years, placing at my disposal, as it 
did. land, tools, teams and men to do 
my bidding. J. P. Pomeroy. owner and 
backer of this farm. Is a millionaire 
mine owner of Colorado Springs and 
owns over GO.OOO acres of land within 
60 miles of this farm. 


"One hundred and sixty acres are 


now under cultivation. 75 of which are 
In winter wheat. This wheat goes into 
the winter with broad leaves and dark 
green color, the result of which will 
prove western Kansas to.be tbe best 
wbent section of this country.

Forty acres more will be added to this 
the coming year." 


Mr. Pomeroy purposes by the estab- 


lishing of this farm to prove not only 
that all kinds of crops, fruit, ornament- 
al and shnde trees can be successfully 
grown under tbe Campbell method In 
western Kansas, but that they can be 
grown cheaply and bring in turn large 
proOts. and all this will be done in such 
a manner that no one can longer ques- 
tion tbe value of these prairie lands or 
their ability abundantly to support 
thousands of families with even more 
certain success than now prevails in 
the more humid portions of the ea^t 


There is much doubt about Its wide 


application to western Kansas condi- 
tions, but the experiment will be an in- 
teresting one. Pomeroy will see tbe 
trial through. The wheat all over the 
state is now in fine condition. Tbe fall 
has been a warm. Browing one, and 
tbe leaves of tbe plan* cover tbe 
ground. The state agricultural board 
places tbe condition at 99,7, or practi- 
cally perfect and with a favorable 
wibter and spring the crop of tbe last 
year, the largest In tbe state's history, 


be far exceeded.

The late ^,'illiam George 
Armstrong was a typical Northumbri- 
an Tynesider, clinging to his native 
soil, utilizing to the full its rich natu- 
ral endowments and developing then; | 
to meet tbe requirements of his vast' 
undertaking, says the New York Her 1 
aid. Armstrong made ships for the na-' 
vies of the world, equipped them with 
guns of his oxvn design and by manj 
Inventions of a more peaceful nature 
made Newcastle one of the chief forges 
of the iron age.

What Krupp and Essen are to Ger- 


many, what Canet and tbe Creusot 
works are to France, or Cramps, Scott 
and Carnegie to the United States Arm- 
strong and the Elswiclc Bngineerins, 
jards have long been to England , 
While Elswick is the industrial crea- 
tion of Lord Armstrong, bis home al 
Cragsido, a Northumberland estate of 
several thousand acres, was no less 
characteristic of the man. Much of It 
was converted from stony mountain 
side and barren moorland into a park 
of picturesque beauty, of woodland, 
glades and grassy pastures. The bouse 
is a comfortable dwelling, full of ga 
bles, turrets, quaint nooks and corners, 
one in which the motto over its owner's 
fireside Is literally and amply ful4Ilj?d, 
"East or West, Hame's Best." Its pic- 
tine gallery contains a fine collection 
of modern pointings, among which fig- 
ure the best specimens of Turner, Mil- 
lais and Leigbton.

strong's home, for his niind was active 
and alert-In bis old ago for new idea*. I 
In this respect he much resembled 
Lord Kelvin, whose senior, however, 
be was by some 14 .real's- It is a far 
cry now back to the date of Arm- 
strong's earliest Invention. Before he 
found play for his genius in mechanics 
be spent 13 years Ju the legal profes- 
sion as a member of a solicitor's firm. 
A holiday walk in the Craven district 
of West Yorkshire gave him the idea 
of using hydraulic power on i great ( 
scale. He designed l-;s hydraulic ma-1 
chine in 1836. but the invention seemed I 
stillborn. Not until nine years after- j 
ward vras Vo able to o1 tain consiilfvi- 
tlon of bis method in connection with 
a scheme for bringing a new supply of 
water into Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


The Instrument, however, that was 


first to bring biui fame was the hy- 
draulic crone. A few friends helped 
him to orect his machine on Newcastle 
quay, where lt» readiness and utility

Its inventor presented bis patents to 
the country, and he was rewarded 
with a knighthood and an appointment 
as engineer of rifled ordnance. 


Tbis position he resigned In 1863 In 


order to superintend personally the 
works at Elswick. which were speedily 
engaged in manufacturing cannon for 
Great Britain and other countries. 


Sir" William Armstrong was raised to 


the peerage in 18S7, on the occasion of 
Queen Victoria's jubilee, which gave to 
tbe dignity a peculiarly national char- 
acter.

different parts of the republic, writes 
the Monterey correspondent of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat This commis- 
sion Is called La Cotnlslon de Paraslto- 
logia. They first turned their attention 
to tbe orange pest, which had caused 
heavy losses to tbe orange crops In the 
Yautepec district during the past few 
years. A liquid poison was tried aud 
found to be~highly successful In killing 
the insects, and as a result of the ex- 
periments of the commission the or- 
ange yield in tha^ district tbis year haa 
Increased over 40 per cent over last 
year. This Increased yield Is due to 
the extermination of the insect pest. 


The commission had also been inves- 


tigating the mosquito, which Is now to 
be found In the higher altitudes of 
Mexico. The fact was brought to light 
that the mosquito was unknown to the 
valley of Mexico and the mountainous 
regions of this country until after the 
building of tbe railroads, and the com- 
mission says that their introduction In- 
to the Interior of Mexico, where the al- 
titude is from 4.000 4» 10.000 feet, wns 
due to tbe operation of trains on the 
railway lines leading from tbe border 
of the United States.

BELGIAN HARE INDUSTRY. 


•Iwrre. Canal** Vaetorr to Be K»tafc*

Like wildfire the Belgian hare craze 


•wept over the country and died out 
Just as qnJrkly. It is estimated thai 
within a year $2,000,000 has been spent 
on the Belgian hare and that there are 
8,000,000 of the little animals hi the 
United States, while the remarkable 
fecundity of the hare will triple thai 
number in a year despite the enormous 
quantity to be used on tht table. 


In California alone there ore 1,000,000 


hares, and fruit growers are apprehen- 
sive over damage to their orchards 
when the owners of the rabbitries be- 
come finally convinced that the hare 
business is overdone and is a fiat fail- 
ure and turn their rabbits loose to live 
as best they may. Indeed so much fear 
is felt in the fruit districts that a bill 
has been' prepared for the next legisla- 
ture providing for the enactment of a 
law making it a criminal offense to 
turn a Belgian hare free. 


Foreseeing the fall of the bare busi- 


ness, a company of Arizona and Call* 
foraia capitalist* i* being formed to 
take up'the business where the small 
"Tiaisers left off and for the establish- 
ment of a great hare farm and a can- 
ning factory, writes the St Louis 
Globe-Democrat's Phenix correspond- 
ent. The Southwestern Canning com- 
pany will be the title of the corpora- 
tion, to be capitalized at f 150,000. A 
tract of land of 640 acres will be leased 
In the Buckeye country in the lower 
and most fertile portion of Arizona. 
Half of the laud will be planted in al- 
falfa and barley to provide feed for the 
hare*, and the other half will be used 
as pasture for the great herd to be 
Quartered on the ranch. 


It is intended to buy up as many 


bares as it is possible to obtain for the 
Stocking of the ranch. There will be 
room for 230,000, and It is proposed to 
enlarge the ranch as rapidly as is nec- 
essary to accommodate the growth of 
the herd. The entire ranch will be 
fenced with fine wire to protect the 
stock from the coyotes and mountain 
lions and to prevent crossing of the 
breed with the jack rabbit. Thomas 
UcGuire, who has had much experi- 
ence in California in handling hares, 
will manage 4be ranch and will have 
the assistance of a score of expert han- 
dlers of the hare. The canning factory 
will be erected in the spring, and ma- 
chinery is now being purchased in Chi- 
cago. A very large plant will be built, 
sufficient to dispose of 2,000 or more 
hares per day. The meat of the hare is 
of very fine flavor, in taste as well as 
in color resembling the breast of the 
chicken. The factory will put the meat I 
up in various style* and will make a 
specialty of preparing it in pressed and 
deviled forms, with the Intention of 
Substituting it for the expensive prepa- 
ration of chicken. Every portion of the 
bare will be ntilixed, and not the least 
Important part of the business will be 
the use of the skins. Belgian bare fur 
Is of a rich, soft brown and much In 
demand for imitation of arctic fur*. 
The summer furs are not valuable, the 
hair being not firmly rooted, but the 
winter skin* are as fine a* could be de- 
aired, 
i 


The feet of the younger rabbit* are in' 


demand for watch chain* and orna- 
ment*, and the ears are strung upon rib* 
bon and used tor picture frame*. The 
Loues and. other parts of the refuse -will 
be shipped to California for fertiliza- 
tion purposes. The company expect* 
eventually to control the market for 
fine pressed meat* by substituting for 
pressed chicken, bam and beef the finer 
and cheaper product of It* cannery.
